A Stave Reammest.—The National Republi-
can, printed in Washington, has advices from
Winchester, Virginia, that the rebel General
Jackson commands a regiment of slaves, who
are tully armed. This forcing of “chattles”
to fight, is rather a ¢black’ speck in the
history of the rebellion.

Tows Bursep.—The principal portion of
the town of Warsaw, Missouri, was destroyed
by fire on the 21st. Some of the Government
stores, for which there was no transportation
at baud, were also destroyed. The fire is said
to be the work of incendiary Secessionists.

Pirates.—The government of Italy has a-
dopted stringent measutes in reference to the
piracy vessels engaged in depredating on
America commerce. The American Cousuls
are keeping a sharp lookout for suspicious
vessels. .

Tue Rener Carrrar.—The Richmond En-
guirer says, the rebelCongress has passed a
bill for the removal df the Capital from Rich-
mond to Nashville, Tennessee. Truly Llhese
rebels are a shiffiag set of rascals.

More Troors.—Five hundred regulars from
California arrived at New York on the 25th.
One ot 1he officers, Adjutant Scott, was soon
afterwards arrested, having been charged, by
the passengers, with secefsion.

SripeLns Layps.—The discovery bas just
been made in the land office that John Slidell
owns fifty thousand dollars worth of public
lands in Minnesota. It will of counrse be con-
fiscated.

A Carco or Corrox.—The bark Thomas
Dallet arrived at Philadelphia from Porto Ca-
bello, with seven hundred and eighty bales of
cotton on board.

Jam Buryt.—The Montgomery county jail
at Rockville was entirely destroyed by fire.
A prisoner who was incarcerated for firing
grain in the stock sct it on fire. He exulted

over hisact and said he done the act to get
into the penitentiary, where he now is.

Received by Tuesday Evening’s Mail.

Congress assembled on Monday. A gquorum
of both ITuuses were present. In the House
a resolution was passed, expelling J. W. Ried,
a member from Missouri, for having taken up
arms against the United States. The House
passed a vote of thanks to Capt. Wilkes for
his arrest of the traitors Mason and Slidell.
The rebels baving confined Col. Corcoran as
aconvicted felon, the House requested the
President to similarly confine J. M. Mason—
also, to similarly confine John Slidell as a
hostage for Col. A, M. Wood of the 1l4th N.
Y., who is confined in a felon’s prison fIn the
South. The President’s Message was to be
delivered at one o’clock on Tueaday.

A report has been circulated that the rebel
steamer Nashville had captured the mail
steamer Arago, on which Gen Scott had taken
passage for Europe. This is doubttul, as the
Arago carries 4 rifled cannon of long range,
besides a large number of small arms, and can
be defended by a crew of 100 men.

It is reported that Col. Kerrigan, of late
the 25th N. Y. regiment, has been tried by a
court martial for treason and sentenced to be
shot, and that his death warrant has been
signed by the President. Kerrigan is a mem-
ber of Congress irom New York city.

The Secretary of the Navy approves of the
Capture of the rebel commissioners by Capt.
Wilkes, and says he might have captured the
vessel bearing them.

The Tribune’s correspondent says, that at
the urgent request of Geo. D. Prentice, Gwin
and Benham have been relcased from Fort
Lafayette.

There are now 700,000 volunteers whose
services have been accepted by the United
Statesand the several States.

A skirmish took place at Black Walnut,
Missouri, in which 8 rebels were Kkilled, 17
wounded and 5 captared.

The rebel steamer Page captured, on the
Potomac, two vessels laden with coal and
lnmber.

A railroad train was seized by the rebels in
Missouri,bnt the money and mails were saved.

Nothing definite has been received reference
to the bombardment of Pensacola.
